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Diversity Viewed 


Two years ago a meeting took 
place involving administrators, 
teachers, and counselors from 
schools all over the county. The 
decision was unanimous--some- 
thing must be done to keep the 
school district the best it could be 
for everyone. 

Dr. Napoleon Peoples of Vir- 
ginia Commonwealth University 
was Called in as a consultant, and 
the multicultural sessions were 
created. 

These well-developed classes 
had three parts. The first was to in- 
crease awareness of diversity for 
the faculty, including faculty, 
administrators, secretaries, and 
teacher assistants. The second was 
to plan activities with students to 
expand their knowledge, and the 
third was to evaluate past proc- 
esses, revise, and continue. The 
goal was simple--to develop a 
model that would increase aware- 
ness and appreciation of dif- 
ferences. 

A mechanism has been put into 
place which will continue the ef- 
forts in the area of multi- 
culturalism. Each school had _ at 
least one team of teacher trainers, 
specially trained teachers who led 
other teachers in discussions 


about diversity and the overall 
multicultural perspective. 

Ms. Florella Johnson believes 
that “we can learn from everything 
and everybody. There’s a lesson in 
everything.” 

The concept received quite a bit 
of positive feedback from teach- 
ers. Coach Horace Green said, “If 
everyone judged everyone else by 
the content of their character and 
not the color of their skin, we 
would not need classes like this.” 

Next year, the multicultural 
students activities will be integrat- 
ed into the cirriculum. The Vir- 
ginia General Assembly has man- 
dated that all schools must deal 
with the multicultural issue and 
must have a program like this one 
in effect by December of 1994. 
With the help of everyone in the 
county, the school district was 
ahead of the game. Ms. Johnson 
said, “We need to spend time in 
our system working on diversity 
because everyone has the right to 
succeed.” 

The efforts of the Multicultural 
Committee have been sanctioned 
by the Multicultural Commission, 
composed of students, parents, 
business and industry personnel, 
and relgious leaders. 


Teachers met monthly during the year to 
discuss issues of diversity awareness. In the 
March conflict management session, Ms. 
Jean Lee, Mr. Jerome Johnson and Mr. 
John Cooper participate in suggesting 
resolutions for hypothetical conflicts.

hen one was in drivers 
education class and 
had to watch films of 
Goofy and Donald 
Duck doing something 
careless like forgetting 
to use their turn signal 
and causing a fifty car 
pile up, one usually 
laughed. But the Autobody and Auto Me- 
chanics students weren’t laughing. They were 
cringing because they knew how much work 
it took to make the cars look as close to new as 
possible. 

Autobody repair was designed to help stu- 
dents interested in automotive body repair 
and related fields prepare for employment 
and/or further education after graduation. A 
few of the skills that students in the class 
learned was gas and MIG welding tech- 
niques, dent repair, finishing techniques, 
panel replacement, parts identification, the 
proper use for power tools, and custom re- 
finishing. 

The class may have seemed like a lot of tir- 
ing physical work, but Robert Spear said, “1 
think this class is very fun and you should take 
it.” 
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The class also had other benefits that 
weren't that obvious. Barry Harper said that 
he enjoyed the class because “it takes up two 
periods.” All students were required to be 
members of VICA, which was Vocational In- 
dustry Clubs of America. They went to com- 
petition in March. Attendance at the competi- 
tion was optional. 

Another class that involved renovating the 
look of something was Masonry. So that they 
wouldn’t beat their heads against a brick wall 
in frustration, students started out working in 
the shop until they had shown enough prog- 
ress. Then they traipsed out to job sites to do 
work which enabled the students to utilize the 
skills that they learned in the classroom. 

The teacher's biggest goal for the class was 
to have the students work together and take 
pride in whatever they decided to do in life. 
Brad Read said, “I think this class is a lot of 
fun. This class teaches you to work hard and 


learn how to build different things. The best 
part is that we get to go out to build things.” 
That meant they got to get off campus. 

Michael Pasley and Korey Board both 
thought that it was very fun and that everyone 
learned a wide variety of things.

Road and Range was a two to three week 
optional course. The brave teachers were 
Mrs. Paula Gibson and Mrs. Adelle Leavelle.

This world around us did much to support the high school 
and the students. The fast food joints surrounding the big red 
brick buildings up on the hill, such as McDonalds, Burger 
King, Hardees, and the many Dairy Queens, provided jobs 
and a gathering place for fans after games. 

And speaking of money...fundraisers were a big hit with 
the community. To name a few, band, publications, FBLA, 
and DECA clubs periodically hit up everyone in the im- 
mediate area to buy their products. The senior class espe- 
cially appreciated the support. They showed their apprecia- 
tion with a banner hung on the balcony of the high school 
addressing their parents and friends. 

Without the world around us, where would we have 
been? Besides crazy, homeless, fanless, and moneyless. The 
largest supporter for the school wasn’t really the students, 
but the peers and family members who understood the 
sports programs, the after-school meetings, the “Mom, can | 
borrow...?”
